Clearly, the thought was 
not that David would lay aside his en­ 
m ity against Saul, hut 
that 
David 
would lead Saul to lay aside his en­ 
m ity against him, by turning against 
the Philistines in battle. 
Again, M atthew 5:24 reads: 
“ Leave 
there thy gift before the altar and go 
thy w a y ; first be reconciled to thy 
brother and then come offer thy gift.” 
The idea is not that the man at the 
altar shall lay aside his displeasure 
against his brother. 
Instead, it is the 
brother who has somewhat against 
him 
and 
reconciliation

about when the brother is led to lay 
aside his displeasure. 
So, in v. 10 of our text, where Paul 
says:
